Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3, 6-12 and 15-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1, 10 and 19, the instant application is directed to a 

method, system and program storage device for extracting new word automatically. Each of the 

independent claims, combining some well known features in the art, identifies the uniquely 

distinct features of: 

splitting the segmented corpus to form sub strings, and counting the occurrences 
of each sub string appearing in the corpus; and 

filtering out false candidates to output new words, wherein the new words are 
words not contained in a base vocabulary; 

wherein the segmenting and the splitting is not dependent upon word boundaries; 

wherein the step of splitting and counting is implemented using a GAST (general 
atom suffix tree) contained in a reduced memory space; 

wherein a GAST is implemented by limiting length of character sub strings.

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4. The prior art of record, Wang et al. (US 6,904,402 Bl), Razin et al. (US 6,098,034), 
Yang et al. ("statistics-based segment pattern lexicon — a new direction for Chinese language 
modeling", 0-7803-4428-6/98, IEEE, pp 169-172), and Hui (IDS: "Color Set Size Problem with 
Applications to String Matching," Proc. of 2nd Symposium on Combinatorial Pattern Matching, 
1992, pp. 230-243), provided numerous teachings and techniques for processing 
documents/corpus, including dynamically updating lexicon and re-segmenting corpus, using 
prefix tree data structure for traversing a language model, pre-processing to remove obvious 
illogical words, dissecting textual corpus into a plurality items and counting the number of
